refusal of Celton to concede 
the fur- 


ther amendments 
demanded by Hager 


and Luttrell, who object to the clause 
providing that the land grant shall re- 
main the same 
as originally 
with- 


drawn and patented 
to the company 


to the same extent as if it had been 
built on the original route, 
as 
shown 


on the map tiled by the said company 
in the General 
Land 
Office, Jauuary 


3, 1867. 
These 
clauses, 
they contend, 


are blind clauses which indicate that 
thereal object is not merely to get au- 
thority for a change 
of route, 
but to 


perfect she company's clouded title to 
any and all lands 
claimed under the 
ruling of the 
Interior Department, 


based 
not on law, but on a simple 


House resolution. 
They also object to 


the limitation 
that settlers 
shall 
be 


allowed to purchase at $1 20 per acre 
oidy within one year from 
the filing 


of the map of the new location, unless 
a provision be inserted requiring file 
of such 
map before 
some 
specified 


time. 
The friends 
of the bill reply 


that there is no need ofsuch a require- 
ment, because ifthe whole road is not 
completed within three years the land

Since our last issue we paid a visit 
to the wonderful spirit well nearTnr- 
box’s distillery over the river, en route 
m eeting team s a d libitum loaded witli 
what seem ed to us (and we claim to 
be a good judge of the article) the pure 
juice of tiie grape, doubly distilled and 
refined into excellent brandy, and re­ 
turning w ith the empty pipes which 
Foulke 
chartered

cisco. 
Oil arriving, we again 
in­ 
quired of our old friend Foulke what 
he w usdoing here. 
H e replied with 
an im perturable gravity 
worthy a 
Modoc chief, “Oh, nothing.” 
Then 
we turned to M ayhew, who said lie 
was still looking at signs and lmd 
found som e that didn’t fail, even in 
dry weather. 
Then, undaunted by 
these unkind replies from a quarter so 
little expected, we looked around for 
ourselves and a busy scene m et our 
eager gaze. 
Supervisor Foulke had 
his various gangs hard at work. Judg­ 
ing from tiie huge dirt piles, the sap­ 
per and m iner corps are doing most 
efficient work. 
W ell, Foulke under­ 
stands m ining. 


w e o n c e k n e w , 
Som e fifteen years ago, of his boring 
into a m ountain a thousand feet and 
not getting iu h cIi of a find in his bore 
either.

Our Cnristian friend Brierly was busy 
as a bee, gauging the pipes as they 
were so rapidly turned from the great 
spirit-we 11 and hay-mqw. W e inquirmi 
for our gentlem any iriend W heeler, 
and were informed that he was doing 
the clerical work—keeping the hooks 
and keeping tally of the spirits at the 
great warehouse on this side the river; 
w hile the jolly laborers, impregnated 
witli the fum es of the brandy, were 
singing a bacchanalian song, the cho­ 
rus of which is all we can remember, 
for the fum es of the brandy effected 
even us strangely.

would run uncontrolled; or the finan­ 
cier, H eilm an, had dreamed of it when 
he backed Tarbox up with ttio credit 
of the bank. 
If somebody would only 
strike a honey w ell now, and succeed 
hi m aking the bread tree grow, there 
would be no end to the great, glorious, 
semi-tropical Los Angeles.

W hat can be done to induce the 
Bee-men in our m idst to join the Bee­ 
Keepers’ Association o f Los Angeles 
County ? 
This is a question more easily asked 
than answered. 
W hy do not the fra­ 
ternity more generally unite w ith our 
A ssociation ? 
I will not endorse the 
reason assigned by an enthusiastic 
member of the Association, who, more 
facetious than profound, declared that 
it was owing to the fact that muscle 
preponderates 
over 
brains 
among 
many Bee-men iu Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty; and consequently they were inca­ 
pable of appreciating the benefits to 
be derived from an 
interchange of 
ideas on the interesting subject of Bee­ 
keeping. 
All answer more in harmo­ 
ny w ith the intelligence of our com­ 
rades m ay lie suggested. 
Compara­ 
tively, but few of our Apiarians make 
Bee-Keeping a specialty. 
A majority 
ot those who keep bees make it a mere 
incident to som e other business. 
To 
the degree that 
the main business 
pursuit engrosses their attention. 
We 
may assum e as the measure of indif­ 
ference awarded 
to their ingenotm 
little laborers. 
They are left unaided, 
to labor in moth inviting box hives 
with yaw ning rents through which 
m oth-m illers can 
pass ad libitum, 
even though they were as big us leath­ 
er-winged bats. 
This class of Bee- 
meii may be found am ong merchants, 
farmers, capitalists and lawyers. 
The 
only attention given by such bee-men 
to their untiring employees, is recog­ 
nized in the advent of some stalwart 
knight of the ohip, armed with ham­ 
mer and chisel, who rends assunder 
the dilapidated tenem ent well stored 
with sw eets gathered from tiie innu­ 
merable and lovely flowers that adorn 
our iriountains, plains and valleys. 
Thus the hive is robbed, involving, 
perchance, the destruction of the en­ 
tire colony. The honey is sent to the 
nearest store; any price that may be 
offered is accepted and the proceeds 
placed in the 
pocket. 
Then 
our 
shrewd bee-man and brother congrat­ 
ulates him self with this solacing re­ 
flection— rio 
much 
clear 
again. 
And lie has made this clear guin with­ 
out cost, either of time, labor or 
thought. 
It w ill doubtless demand 
patient labor of love to win this class 
of economical bee men into com m un­ 
ion w ith our association. 
Yet, we 
must not despair of them. W hy should 
every bee-man in our county join the 
Bee-Keepers’ Association? Because it 
is his interest to do so. 
Can ttiat he 
made manifest? Certainly! The honey 
product is one of the leading indus­ 
tries of the county. 
Like any other 
leading industry, to render ittb e most 
successful and jprontaoie it Is proper 
that all interested, should aid in ele­ 
vating and establishing its character. 
This can only be done by associated 
effort, and im parting each to the 
other the benefit of h is views and ex­ 
perience. and in return receiving the 
benefit of their experience. 
It is not 
good to be alone. 
In the m ultitude of 
counselors there is wisdom. 
These 
may be trite, yet they are true max­ 
iins. 
The efficacy of this law of the asso­ 
ciation is illustrated by the patrons of 
the various Industries that engage the 
attention of men» 
W e may observe it 
in the Merchants’ Exchange,Cham ber 
of Comm erce,Farmers’ Club, Mechan­ 
ic and Labor Unions and in the Stock 
Exchange. 
If advantage results to 
these several classess by cheir asso­ 
ciated counsels, may not our fraterni­ 
ty anticipate like beneficial results by 
resorting to sim ilar action? 
We may 
learn much in tbis direction by study­ 
ing the habits of a colony of bees. 
They seem to understand the value of 
working together. 
“ In union títere is 
strength.” 
Suppose each bee in a 
colony were to undertake to play a 
lone hand—what would the colony ac­ 
complish in isolated individual ef­ 
forts? 
Absolutely nothing. 
Though 
by concerted action they can build 
comb, gather honey, regulate temper­ 
ature, protect them selves and take 
care of their young. 
May not some of 
our brother bee-keepers learn wisdom 
from the exam ple set them by their 
bees? 
If the members of the association 
w ill persevere in their efforts, more 
rem unerative prices will be obtained 
for their honey in future. 
They can 
establish a house of their own in Los 
Angeles,and be better prepared to pay 
a better price for sm all lots of honey 
placed upon the market by the quasi 
bee-keepers, I have been describing. 
Better prices w ill, in tim e,quicken the 
sensibilities of the most obtuse bee­ 
keepers. 
If you fail to find the key to 
his m ental perceptions, you may, nev­ 
ertheless, captivate him by putting a 
few more dollars in his pockets. 
If 
each member of our association will 
resolve him self into a com m ittee of 
one, and wait on his neighbor bee- 
man arid try to impress upon him the 
importance of united effort to advance’ 
the interest of bee-keeping in our 
county, the result w ill, no doubt, be 
satisfactory. 
If our effort fails, try 
again, and keep trying, whenever oc­ 
casion offers; and, rest assured that 
every bee-man in the county, who 
profess intelligence enough to assist 
us in our interesting labors, will be­ 
com e a member of the Bee-Keepers 
Association. 
Those who lack capacity to appre­ 
ciate their own interest, can contrib­ 
ute but little to the cause we are work­ 
ing to advance.
